No. 17-Pres /85 —^The President is pleased to approve the 
award of ‘SHOKA CHAKRA’ to the following persona for 
acts oFbravery of the highest order ;— 

1. Captain Jasbir Singh Raina (IC 37068), Brigade of 
the Guards. 

|^(EIfective date of the award ■ 3rd June, 1984.) 

On the 3rd June. 1984 during operations ‘Blue Star’, IC- 
37068, Captain Jasbir Singh Raina of 10 Guards was assign¬ 
ed the task of finding out detail of the fortifications made by 
the terrorists in a buildins complex. Even though it was a 
dangerous mission. Captain Raina undertook the task and 
went inside in civilian clothes. In spite of the fact that he 
was being trailed by the terrorists throughout his miss'on, 
Captain Raina carried out the task at great riskdo bis owh 
life and brought very useful information about the layout of 
the building as well as the fortifications inside it. 

Again on tKe night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, ‘B’ Company 
under command of Captain Jasbir. Singh Raina was ask^ to 
flush out terrorists from a religious place. His company was 
the first to enter the comjilex and he wasj in the lead. _His 
company’s objective consisted of three storeyed buildings 
dominated from top. some underggpund tunnels, manholes 
and basements. soon as the leading platoon erttered the 
coniplex through the main entrance, it came under heavy fire 
(j€ LMGs and other automatic weapons from all sides of the 
complex. Undaunted by the risk to his personal safety. Cap¬ 
tain Raina forged ahead through intense fire of automatic 
weapon^ and inspired his men to maintain the momentum of 
the operation despite heavy'casualties. With a rekoJute de¬ 
termination Captain Jasbir Kngh Raina kept moving ahead 
inspiring .his company to clear room after room occupied by 
the terrorists. While [doing so. Captain Raina was hit on his 
knebs by a burst of fibs from point blank range and was seri¬ 
ously wounded. Despit^ the serious iniurv, he continued to 
rally his company and led his troops till he slumped que to 
excessive loss of blood By then the mission had been final¬ 
ly accomplished. The officer even at_ this stage had to be 
‘evacuated much against his wishes. His bravery and inspm 
ing leadershio played a ier\' maior part in the success of his 
company’s mission, which it achieved inspite of very^heasy^ 
casualties. 

Captain Jasbir Singh Raina thus displayed most conspicu¬ 
ous bravery, inspiring leadership, cool courage and devotion 
to duty of an exceptidnaiy high order. 

2i Lieutenant Ram Frakash Roperia (IC-39994), 
(Posthumous) The Madras Regiment. 

(Effective date ot the award ■ 5th June, 1984). 

On the night of the 5th/6th Tune, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star’, ‘C’ company of 2fi Madras was tasked to secure 
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the first flopr of strongly held building complex. 'The build¬ 
ing complex was heavily fortified and strongly held by high¬ 
ly motivated terroiists. Lieutenant Ram Prafcash Roperia 
was officiating as the officer Commanding ‘C’ Company, 26 
Madras. A, few staircases leading to the first floor of the 
building we^e effectively covered with automatic weapons by 
the terrorists. Lieutenant Roperia decided to climb on to 
the firist floor of the building vyith the help of ladders. How¬ 
ever, Ms progress was hampered due to effective machine 
gun-fire. Three attempts to- reach the first floor failed and 
furthor move appeared difficult. Lieutenant Ram Prakash 
Roperia asked for volunteers to accompany him and in utter 
disrega- d for personal safety he alcmg with Naib Subedar KG 
Koshy p.isonally led the fourth attempf arid suiceeded in 
climbing the first floor of the building. This persijnal exam¬ 
ple of indomitable courage and outstanding leadership of 
Lieutenant Roperia greatly inspired Ms men and enabled Ms 
company to reach its allotted objective. Thereafter, Lieu¬ 
tenant Ram Prakash Riuvi'.! ..l.iiiavi ifh Nb Sub KG Koshy 
stajtefi clearing the^liii.ic macMne gun fife. 

He personally led his company and cleared the complete first 
floor of the buiMing. He then decided to link up with *0’ 
company which was on the ground floor. He personally 
led his men to clear the staircase. The moment he opened 
the door of the staircase, he was fired upon by the terrorists. 
Lieutenant Roperia lobbed two hand grenades and entered 
the staircase One of the terrorists though injured fired at 
Lieutenant Roperia injuring him seriously in the shoulder 
and neck. Inspite of having been seriously injured, he fired 
at the terrorist and killed him. Unmindful of Ms injury and 
in complete disregard of his personal safety, he climbed 
down the staiicase and established line with ‘D’ company. 
Afteri reaching the ground floor he collapsed due to sheer 
exhaustion and excessive bleeding. He was evacuated to 
Hospital where he succumed to his injuries. 

In tMs action Lieutenant Ram Prakash Roperia displayed 
-most conspicuous bravery, indomitable courage, examplary 
personal valour, outstanding leadership and devotion to duty 
of an exceptionally high order and laid down his life in the 
highest traditions of the Army. 

3. 4050561 Naik Bhawani Datt Joshi, (Posthumous) 

. GarhwaJ Rifles" , 

(Effective date of the award ; 5th June, 1984). 

On the night of the 5th/6th June, 1984, during operation 
‘Blue Star’, Naik Bhawani Datt Joshi’s Company had been 
given the task of gaining a foothold in an important complex 
of buildipg The building complex had been heavily fortified 
and was strongly held by Mghly motivated terrorists and the 
gate properly closed and blocked by them. Therefore, the 
gate had to be opened up. As soon as a hole was made in 
the>. gate, very heavy volume of fire eame on Naik Bhagwani ' 
Datt Joshi’s platoon thereby . seriously hampering the pro¬ 
gress of the ooe'-ation. At this juncture, the Commanding 
Offic-r asked fo- volunteers to tackje the terrorists positions. 
Naik 3hawani Datt JosM volunteered to undertake the mis-i 
sion. Totally unmindful of the obvious danger and without' 
caring for his personal safety, Naik Bhawani Datt Joshi per¬ 
sonally led his section in this operation. He killed one of 
the terrorists wifh his carbine and bayoneted another to death 
tMreby clearing the wav .for Ms platoon to rapture its objec¬ 
tive Even thougji he was already injured, he pounced upon 
anoJher terrorist who was firing from behind a cover but in 
the process he was morjally wounded. Because of the cool 
courage displayed by Naik Bhagwani Datt Toshi. his com¬ 
pany successfully captured its objective. ^ 

Naik Bhagwar! Datt JosM thus displayed most con^icu- 
ous bravery, ’-p.-olute determinaition, cool courage and aevo- 
f'on to dutv of a-i exceptionally Mgh order and laid down 
his life in the h'ghest traditions of the Army. 
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4 . 4167546 Naik Nirbhay Sinsh. (Posthumous) 

Kumaotl Reslineat. 

(Effective date of the award ; 5th June, 1984.) 

Nhit Nirbhay Singh of 15 Kumaon was the Light Machine 
Gun Detachment Commander of ‘A’ Company during anti¬ 
terrorist operations in Punjab. His Company was tasked to 
clear an important building complex which was heavily forti¬ 
fied and strongly held by highly motivated terrorists, As the 
Company advanced towards its objective, it came, under heavy 
fire and suffered heavy casualties, The advance came to 
halt. At this stage, the Company Commander rushed for¬ 
ward all by himself towards the building. Seeing his Com¬ 
pany Commander charging in the face of intense fire, Niik 
Nirbhay Singh ordered his Number 2 to follow him. They 
reached the base of the building quickly, mounted a Light 
Machine Gun and started firing to cover the move of their 
Company Commander. The Light Machine Gun detachment 
came under intense machine gmt Ate of the terrorists from 
three to four posts from different directions Naik Nirbli.iy 
Singh continued to remain in the open under heavy fire 
covering the mgve of his Company Commander. At this 
stage, he detected a Light Machine Gun firing from a port 
hole endangering the life of his Company Commander. He 
immediately stood up, exposing hhnself to grave danger and 
chargefl towards the Light Machine Gun. While doing so, 
he was hit by a machine gun burst on his leg. Undeterred 
by the injury suffered by him, Naik Nirbhay Singh drawled 
towards the Light Machine Gun post exposing himsrlf to the 
effective fire and without caring for his personal safety, lob¬ 
bed a hand grenade Into the Tdght Machine Gun position and 
successfully silenced it. fn the process, ho was hit by a burst 
of machine gun Are for the second time and was klUed Ins¬ 
tantaneously. 

Naik Nirbhay Singh thus displayed most conspicuous 
gravery, cool courage, devotion to duty of an exceptionally 
high otder and laid down his life, In the highest traditions of 
the Army, 

5. Major Bhukant Misra (TC-22479), (Posthumous) 

Kumaon Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award'. 6th June, 1984) 

Major Bhukant Miira was the company commander of 
*A’ company 15 Kumaon. On the 6th Tune, 1984, during 
operation ‘Blue.Stf^r' his company was tasked to clear terro¬ 
rists from a very heavily fortified complex. Attempt to clear 
the building on the 5th June. 1984, had failed resulting in 
Very heavy casualties. At 0440 hours on the 6th June, 1984, 
‘A’ Comoanv under Maior Bhukant Mi.sra ad^'anced behind 
nn Armoured Personnel Carrier which was soon hit by anti 
tank fire of the terrorists. ‘A’ Company came under effec¬ 
tive Are of automatics and suffered eight casualties. Realising 
the momentary loss of command and control. Maior Bhukant 
Misra in total disregard to his personal safety rushed for¬ 
ward and led his comonnv desoite the very heavy volume of 
effective fire. He stood in front of his comnany and asked 
men to follow him and charged the base of the building, T^is 
daring act of Major Bhukant Misra gave tremendous inspira¬ 
tion to his men and they followed him and charged on to 
the obiective. A Light Machine Gun from a port hole at 
this stage effectively stooped their further advance. Major 
Bhukant Misra disregarding his personal safety crawled up 
to the position and destroyed the Light Machine Gun bv lob¬ 
bing a hand grenade. While attemnifing to enter the build¬ 
ing he was hit by a machine gun burst and thus made the 
supreme sacriAcc of laying down his life in the accomplish¬ 
ment of Ms mission. 

Maior Bhukant Misra thus displayed most conspicuous . 
bravery, cool courage, dogged determination. Inspiring leader¬ 
ship, devotion to duty of an exceptionally high order and 
.laid down his life in the highest tradition of the Army.

No. 309/3/84-TV.—^With the implementation of the “Spe¬ 
cial Plan for Expansion of TV NetwoA" in the country to 
cover 70% of its population, the need for expansion of TV 
software generation capacity in the country has also become 
essential. While Doordarshan itself is expanding its pro¬ 
gramme production capabilities, Ministry or Information and 
Broadcasting has decided to encourage setting up of video 
software generation facilities outside Doordarshan, 
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2. A cojwiderable degree of enthusiaim haa been shown by 
individiials and organisations m the private sector to set up 
such facilities and generate video software,' To encourage 
the growth of this new service activity and streamline the 
approval procedures of Government for it, the following pro- 
c^ures have been drawn up for considering applications from 
parties wishing to enter this area :— 

(a) AH applications for setting up Video Software Pre 
duction Centres wlU be received at a single point I,, 
Director (D&C) in the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting; 

(b) Applications for setting up such Centres for gene¬ 
rating Video software would be considered using 
3/4" U-matic (Standard band) format and/or 
1"B format equipment of indigenous supply. Ex¬ 
pansion of these facilities to cover other formats 
of recording for export purposes could be consider¬ 
ed on merits, if accompanied by firm export com¬ 
mitments. The Eioordarshan would, however, .icctPt 
software generated on cameras not lower in quality 
than those manufactured by G.C.E.L. 


(c) Applications for setting up facilities for convoraion 
of film to video-tapes/cassettes will not be con¬ 
sidered; 

(d) Appheahons will be considered by a Committee of 
the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, Direc¬ 
torate General Technical Development and the De- 
paitment of Electronics and necessary approvals 
issued to the selected applicants for undertaking 
vedio software.

(c) Approved applicants will then be registered by the 
Minister of Information and Broadcasting.
